Dear Editor,— I wanted to write a few lines to emphasize from 
personal knowledge what Dr. Laing Gordon writes in the Parents' Review 
for October, 1899, in his article on “ Self-Control,” on “the custom of 
sending out our moral failures to the Colonies.” None of the parents 
belonging to the P.N.E.U. would of course think of committing such a 
crime ! But it gives many a heartache to mothers out here to see the 
carelessness with which the sons of well-to-do people are sent out to a wild 
life in the N. W. of Canada. And does it never occur to them that some 
other woman— one perhaps of a much lower rank and much less refinement, 
but, thank God, with a true mother’s heart — has to do for them such 
things as all men need to have done for them in times of illness, caused, 
may be, by their intemperance, but still none the less real ? In this 
connection may I quote a letter from my son, who is in business in the tar 
N. W. of Canada, to show the reality of my complaint. The letter was 
only received to-day. “This town (mentioning the name of one of the 
farthest from civilization) is the greatest town in Canada for what we call 
‘remittance men’ — young Englishmen, whose people pay them a salary 
to stay away from England. Some of thorn pretend to ranch, but the 
majority do not attempt to do anything but loaf.” 

One of the worst phases of the business is, that these young men spoil 
the lives of any other with whom they come in contact, as their manners 
are more refined and their education better than those who have been 
brought up in the out-of-the-way part of the Colonies. If parents would 
only give their children principles upon which they could live and act 
wherever they were, there is a grand healthy life to be lived here ; but as 
long as one of the worst crimes a boy is able to commit is considered to 
e to come into the drawing-room with muddy boots, or to come to lunch 
ta e without brushing his hair, please keep them at home.

A certain indifference 
to mental culture-or, as Lord Rosebery recently put it to “ science ” 
was, no doubt, one of our national characteristics The present swarm of 
examinations was also injurious to the intellectual life of schools Mr 
Bridge argued that the principle that the object of the school work was 
mental discipline was being pushed too far. The disciplinary subjects 
Janguages, and mathematics were getting an undue share of atteEn 
while he information-giving subjects, such as history, geography and 
natural science, were pushed into the background. Schools Le turning 
out too many skilled scholars and mathematicians, whose minds wer! 
destitute of ideas or information. One of the problems educationists 
would soon have to face was the reduction of the amount of language 
work done in schools. Ignorance of the mother -tongue was one of the 
commonest hindrances to a boy’s progress in learning foreign tongues 
and here parents might do much to help teachers. Mr. Bridge advocated 
the reading aloud at home during the holidays of such books as 
Sir Walter Scott’s novels, and later on of Shakespeare’s and Milton’s 
Works ; of awakening interest in our children’s minds in the current 
topics of the day, such as the war in South Africa.

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SOCRATES.* 

Part I. 

By Maxwell Y. Maxwell, LL.B. 

“To sage Philosophy next lend thine ear, 

From Heaven descended to the low-roof’t house 
Of Socrates ; see there his tenement, 

Whom well inspired the oracle pronounc’d 
Wisest of men ; from whose mouth issued forth 
Mellifluous streams, that water’d all the schools 
Of Academics old and new, with those 
Surnam’d Peripatetics, and the sect 
Epicurean, and the Stoic severe.” 

These are the words of our great philosophic poet Milton — 
himself a man of the highest culture and the widest intel- 
lectual attainments. And the opinion which he has so 
sympathetically adopted and which was first pronounced in 
the well-known words of the Delphian Oracle, “ Socrates is 
wiser than any other man/' has been echoed and re-echoed 
by every great philosopher and every great historian in 
ancient and modern times, from Plato and Aristotle to John 
Stuart Mill, and from Xenophon to Mr. Grote. 

On this occasion, however, we are not so much concerned 
with the wisdom of Socrates as with the man himself. Tor 
“ wisdom ” was only one of the elements of his many-sided 
character, and it will be perhaps more interesting to consider 
him not only as a wise man but also as a great man, and not
